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TALE OF THE TAPE: BELL’S THE ONE VS. SCONSIN IN SATURDAY’S DREAM SUPREME 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. (Friday, Nov. 12, 2021) — Saturday’s $300,000 Dream Supreme at Churchill Downs will be the sixth time 
multiple stakes-winning sprinters Bell’s the One and Sconsin will face one another. Here are some additional details about the duo 
leading into the race:

Although rivals within the race, Foley and Pessin are friends off the track. 

“Neil (Pessin) is one of our friends and we’re really excited for this matchup once again,” trainer Greg Foley said. “Our filly 
(Sconsin) looks great, has been training great and we’re glad we were able to keep her home for this race. She loves Churchill and she 
gets to run out of her own stall.” 

The six-furlong Dream Supreme will go as Race 10 of 11 with a post time of 5:36 p.m. (all times Eastern). First post is 1 p.m. 

Among the other rivals in the Dream Supreme field is M Bar O’s six-time winner Elle Z. Trained by Chris Hartman, Elle Z 
sports victories on both dirt and turf and enters the race following a second-place finish behind Yes It’s Ginger in the $100,000 
Kentucky Downs Ladies Sprint Preview at Ellis Park. 

“She’s a really nice filly but she’ll have to run the race of her life against Sconsin and Bell’s the One,” Hartman said. “You 
can’t run the race of your life if you don’t enter. We’ll see what happens.”

FORMER CHURCHILL DOWNS RACETRACK PRESIDENT FLANERY TO BE HONORED SATURDAY NIGHT 
WITH KTO’S WARNER JONES AWARD - Kevin Flanery, who retired as the 13 Churchill Downs Racetrack President last 
December, will be honored Saturday with the Warner L. Jones Jr. Horseman of the Year Award at the Kentucky Thoroughbred 
Owners’ 33" annual awards gala at the Kentucky Derby Museum.

The award recognizes individuals for outstanding contributions to Kentucky racing and sharing the passion exemplified by 
Jones, who spent 50 years on the Churchill Downs board, including eight as chairman during the iconic track’s resurgence. Warner 
Jones — the first, and so far only breeder of a Kentucky Derby, Kentucky Oaks and Breeders’ Cup winner — was the inaugural award 
winner in 1988, six years before his death. 

Steve Asmussen, the 2020 recipient, also will be honor because last year’s event was not able to be staged.
